IOTA Contest 


The annual Islands on the Air contest, took place last weekend. As well as many 
single-op stations, we heard a number of multi-op groups during the contest. On 
Arranmore Island, off the coast of Donegal, the Peak Contest Group - which is the 
contesting branch of Stockport Radio Society - were active, using the call sign EJOSR. 
On the main island of Ireland, multi-op groups heard were EI7M (East Cork Amateur 
Radio Group), EI9E (Network Southern Area Radio Experimenters Club) and EI2KM 
(Grande County Louth DX Alliance). Band conditions were not particularly exciting 
over the weekend, with some short-skip 10 metre propagation on Saturday but 
otherwise the higher frequency bands were fairly quiet.
